Re: City Manager Report for April 2022 Council Meeting
Introduction

The purpose of this report is to provide the Whittier City Council, and the public, a brief summary of
the City of Whittier (‘City”) projects that the City Administration worked on and advanced during
March and April 2022, and to provide City Council and the public a brief introduction to the projects
the City anticipates tackling in the near future.

Summary of Projects

The following is a summary of the projects to which I, and City Staff, dedicated significant portions of
time this month:

Norweigen Cruise Lines has issued a press release regarding their Huna-Totem agreement for
the Whitier Port Project (attached)

Attended the Infrastructure Grant Symposium in Anchorage sponsored by Senator Murkowski
Our collaboration with Cardno Inc and Prince Willaim Sound Economic Development
continues for Buckner Building grants. We are awaiting the results of our applications.

We have continued stakeholder meetings regarding the Head of Bay Economic Development
Project and the Alaska Railroad Parcel Lease.

Attended AML Zooms covering the State legislature, State Budget, and Bills proposed, and
Tourism.

Huna-Totem, the AKDOT and ARRC are collaborating on rail and road designs for a Rough
Order of Magnitude

Attended the Whitter Chamber meeting. A city update was presented.

We have been assisting NOAA and JBER as a tabletop exercise is planned for April 12
Participated in the PWS Economic Development Board meeting

We are developing a restroom plan for the harbor area

We are exploring grant opportunities / financial strategies for Phase 3 harbor floats

Attended a MARAD Zoom covering the new grant rules

Attended a Zoom where Larry Persily addressed Alaska and the World’s energy situation
Watched Gavel to Gavel live covering the Governor’s RR Bill

A statewide Zoom meeting was held by the State of Alaska addressing CDC COVID protocols
and port requirements

Attended the World Trade Center seminar where Mr. Chris Rose, founder and executive
director of REAP, Renewable Energy Alaska Project: “We are a non-profit organization
dedicated to increasing the development of renewable energy and energy efficiency (together,
“clean energy”) in Alaska through collaboration, education, training, and advocacy.”

Council lobbying and legal reform Priorities

I, along with the staff, worked diligently on several projects identified by City Council as priorities,
including:

Attended Zoom meetings regarding projects identified on the City’s State and local priority list
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Participated in several calls with our D.C. lobbyists and we are striving to push our needs with
the delegation in advance of a visit possibly in May.

Juneau: Jim will be attending the UAA Mariculture conference. The City of Whittier is a
charter member of the Alaska Mariculture Association. Much effort is going into expansion
and funding opportunities coming out of Washington

The City continues to stress our priorites in Juneau through our Alaska lobbyist

Additional Projects

The following is a brief itemization of other projects completed this month:

Work continues with our collaboration with USFS on regarding conveyance of lands
discussion near Portage Pass Trailhead and opportunities. Public Works Director Korbe can
detail.

Our Hazard Mitigation Plan update is nearly finished. We are reviewing the draft

Attended Washing DC webinar on DOT grant assistance

SERVS will be training in Whittier soon

Assistant City Manager Monthly report

Held a very productive work session with Council and both city Commissions on March 29,
2022

Both Planning and Zoning and Port and Harbor commissions held regular meetings and
approved a meeting calendar along with their first priorities resolutions. Staff is looking
forward to working with all commissioners and citizens to help them meet their goals for the
community of Whittier.

Attended the Developing Prototypes and Evaluating Impacts Design Thinking Workshop
Attended a Zoom meeting with AML membership and Curtis Thayer from the Alaska Energy
Authority (AEA) will be about the State’s strategy for EV deployment, any planning efforts,
and how local governments can contribute input or be partners. AEA will play a critical role in
these items, as they are the designated state agency tasked with infrastructure buildout for EVs.
Attended the virtual APA AK Planners conference

Attended the Infrastructure Grant Symposium

Worked with the public works director to secure the building and help denture visitors from
trespassing.
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Finance Monthly Report

April Finance Monthly Report — with February PRELIMINARY financials

This report reflects an abbreviated look at finance-related activities through the end of March 2022, plus
preliminary 2022 financial results through February 28, 2022. The financial results do not yet include
interfund transfers or 2022 additional appropriations.

Letters to Business Owners/Lessees/Commercial Operators re: New Harbor Trash Fees

The City has sent letters notifying harbor business owners of the new harbor trash fees. Council approved
those fees in Resolution 44-2021 implementing an annual trash dump fee of $275 plus a monthly garbage
charge of $75 for April 1 through November 1. The letter also reminds folks that City dumpsters should
not be used to dispose of mattresses, construction waste, building materials, demolition, yard waste,
appliances, furniture and hazardous materials. It further informs them that the City will implement late
fees and late interest on unpaid balances which had not been done for some time, due to a billing system
error when setting up Caselle billing system a number of years past.

New Tourism Best Management Practices Program

City staff kicked-off a new Whittier Tourism Best Management Practices (TBMP) Program designed to
anticipate and mitigate tourism impacts, enhance the visitor experience, and address concerns of local
residents. We hope to develop the Whittier TBMP Program in anticipation of two new cruise dock
operators in Whittier (Princess Cruises and Huna-Totem), so guidelines will be in place before problems
may arise. Kirby Day and Liz Perry of Juneau’s Tourism Best Management Practices Program were
invited to present key elements of creating a TBMP program to the group. Next steps involve a public
meeting to gather input and suggestions on initial program guidelines, further expansion of an e-mail
list of interested stakeholders, plus creation of an email “hotline” to address concerns and complaints.
The goal is for the industry to lead the TBMP process and the City to serve in a support role, to
underscore that this program is a voluntary compliance program and not a regulatory program.

2021 Annual Audit

The annual audit fieldwork is scheduled for the period May 2 through May 5, 2022 for the calendar year
2021. Staff has been working to prepare to close the books for 2021, making year-end adjustments and
completing grant reporting requirements.

Leases - Status of Lease with ARRC regarding Head of the Bay L.ease

City and Railroad staff are nearing completion of lease negotiations related to the cruise parcel at the
Head of the Bay, with primary areas of focus including location, environmental provisions, and
coordination with Mass-Ex, the excavation company with rights to access a portion of the future cruise
parcel.

Projects — Buckner Building

Staff expects to hear from the State of Alaska ADEC regarding our recent DEC Brownfield Assessment
and Cleanup Application. DEC is slated to announce successful grantees any day. The purpose of the
grant is to complete a comprehensive hazardous material survey in preparation for cleanup of hazardous
materials. The next step of the project will be submission of an EPA Brownfield Infrastructure Law
cleanup grant application which we intend to submit in July 2022. Our project involves working with
our partners, PWS EDD.

Projects — Shotgun Cove Road
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The administration plans to bring forth a request to Council in May, to set aside the matching funds
necessary to continue the Shotgun Cove Road Project. The required match is $248,160 and we have
identified a potential source of one-time funding to fund approximately 30% of the match (we previously
expected this one-time funding to cover 40% of the match). Staff continues work with partner agencies
to determine the availability of federal funding to continue construction of the Shotgun Cove Road
project. The City received the US Army Corps contingent permit on April 1, 2022, in preparation for
construction of the next 2.5-mile extension of the road, nine new parking areas, eight new access roads
and improvements to two existing portions of the Emerald Cove Trail. This is a significant milestone
for the next phase of the project, however additional funding is needed to begin the next phase of
construction.

Projects — Harbor Construction Phase 111

The staff is moving forward with a plan to finance construction of the Harbor Phase III project to replace
A, G and H floats, and to replace all piling in the harbor with steel pilings. The administration is
proposing a joint work session with the Port & Harbor Commission and City Council, to review the
proposed project elements and discuss potential funding options for the project, including application to
the State of Alaska Municipal Harbor Matching Grant program which has a grant application deadline
for the next round of funding, of August 5, 2022.

WATER/WASTEWATER FUNDING
Staff from finance and public works continue to investigate the availability of potential funding for
construction of new water wells, well houses, upgrades to sewer lift stations, the Whittier Core project
(roads, sidewalks, water, stormwater drainage), Head-of-Bay water/sewer systems, and other related
water and wastewater system upgrades.

GRANTS - EARTHQUAKE REPAIRS

The City continues to negotiate with our insurance company to determine the eligibility for earthquake
damage repairs. At this point the primary area of work centers on the Ocean Dock damage. We will
coordinate reimbursement for the project between our insurance carrier and the State’s disaster recovery
funding. GMC Contracting began their work on earthquake damages resulting from the November 2018
earthquake until weather conditions worsened; remaining repair is soon to resume, including sealing and
striping in the harbor parking lot. The City has received an extension of time to complete the repairs to
November 30, 2022 to ensure that work does not interfere with the summer season.

GRANTS — NEW “LOST REVENUE” GRANT FROM STATE OF ALASKA DCRA

The City was awarded a 2022 Local Government Lost Revenue Relief Grant in February the amount of
$447,923.48. Staff attended a briefing on applicable uses of those funds. For Cities receiving less than
$10 million, an option exists to utilize a “standard” allowance to expend the funds for the general
provision of government services. To expedite and simplify the reporting process, we intend to report
the use of those funds to provide public safety, emergency medical services, and general government
services including public works (roads, water, sewer) and harbor maintenance/repair and improvements.
This will free up funding currently spent on those items, for use in, among other things, addressing our
critical lack of sanitary restrooms in the harbor, including touchless fixtures and adequate separation for
covid mitigation. This funding must be spent no later than December 31, 2024.

GRANTS — TSUNAMI WARNING SYSTEM GRANT
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In March, 2022, the City was awarded a 2021 NOAA Tsunami Hazard/Readiness grant in the amount
of $45,737.80 which will be administered by the State of Alaska Department of Emergency Management
which will purchase and install all related siren alarm equipment in Whittier.

A NON-CODE ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
WHITTIER, ALASKA, APPROVING A THREE-YEAR EXEMPTION AND
ADDITIONAL TWO-YEAR DEFERRAL OF MUNICIPAL PROPERTY
TAXES ON COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT PROPERTY RELATED TO
CONSTRUCTION OF NEW CRUISE SHIP DOCK AND UPLAND
AMENITIES

WHEREAS, Alaska Statute 29.45.050(m) provides that “A municipality may by
Ordinance partially or totally exempt all or some types of economic development property from
taxation for a designated period”; and

WHEREAS, Alaska Statute 29.45.050(m)(1)(C) requires that “an exemption or deferral
on the property enables a significant capital investment in physical infrastructure that i) expands
the tax base of the municipality; and ii) will generate property tax revenue after the exemption
expires;” and

WHEREAS, the Whittier City Council approved the essential terms and conditions of
a lease between the City and a wholly-owned subsidiary of Huna-Totem Corporation via
Resolution 2022-004 on February 22, 2022, for construction of a cruise ship dock and upland
amenities, infrastructure and utilities, which will represent a significant capital investment in
physical infrastructure which will promote economic development, expand the City’s tax base
and generate future property tax revenues for the municipality; and

WHEREAS, the lease between the City and Huna-Totem Corporation extends property
tax relief provisions for a period of five years, which must be approved via separate Ordinance
of the City; and

WHEREAS, the City hereby authorizes a three-year exemption from real property tax
to Huna-Totem Corporation and/or a wholly-owned subsidiary engaged in constructing a new
cruise ship dock and related upland infrastructure, utilities and amenities, with said exemption
being for a period of three (3) years, including Year 2023, 2024 and 2025; and

WHEREAS, the City further authorizes a two-year deferral from real property tax to
Huna-Totem Corporation and/or a wholly-owned subsidiary for Year 2026 and 2027, in order
to incentivize economic development by assisting the developer with cash flow, with the
developer being required to pay one-half of the total amount of property tax deferred during the
year 2026 and 2027, in each of the Years 2028 and 2029, in addition to the requirement to timely
pay the total property tax owed for each of the years 2028 and 2029.
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NOW THEREFORE, THE WHITTIER CITY COUNCIL HEREBY ORDAINS;
Section 1. This is a non-Code ordinance.

Section 2: The City hereby authorizes a three-year exemption from real property tax to Huna-
Totem Corporation and/or a wholly-owned subsidiary for the construction of a new cruise ship
dock and related upland infrastructure, utilities and amenities for the years 2023, 2024 and 2025.

Section 3. The City hereby authorizes a further two-year exemption from real property tax to
Huna-Totem Corporation and/or a wholly-owned subsidiary for the construction of a new cruise
ship dock and related upland infrastructure, utilities and amenities for the years 2026 and 2027,
delaying property tax for those years to be paid in 2028 and 2029, along with the required real
property taxes, in accordance with the recitals above which are incorporated herein.

Section 4. The City Council hereby determines that the exemption and deferral of property tax
for economic development purposes is consistent with AS 29.45.050(m) to enable a significant
capital investment in physical infrastructure which will expand the City’s tax base and generate
property tax revenue in the future.

Section 5. This Ordinance shall be effective, after passage and approval by the City Council, on
May 24, 2022 and shall be applicable to assessment and billing functions associated with the tax
years 2023, 2024, 2025, 2026 and 2027.

BACKGROUND, JUSTIFICATION & INTENT:

On February 22, 2022, Council met and approved the lease agreement and essential terms
between the City of Whittier and a wholly-owned subsidiary of Huna-Totem Corporation via
Resolution #2022-004 for construction of a cruise ship dock and upland amenities which will
promote economic development for the City’s tourism industry.

The lease between the City of Whittier and Huna-Totem Corporation includes provisions
extending property tax relief for a period of up to five years, those years being 2023, 2024, 2025,
2026, and 2027.

The City of Whittier is willing to authorize a three-year exemption from real property tax to
Huna-Totem Corporation for the years 2023, 2024, and 2025 and a two-year deferral from real
property taxes for 2026 and 2027 for the construction of a cruise ship dock with the developer
being required to pay one-half of the total amount of property tax deferred during those years and
postponing property tax payments until 2028 and 2029 along with the required real property
taxes in accordance with the recitals stated in the ordinance and consistent with AS 29.45.050
(m) in order to enable a significant capital investment that will expand the City’s tax base and
generate future property tax revenue.

FISCAL NOTE: The City will exempt real property tax for three years and defer property tax
for two years. There is no adverse fiscal impact from the deferral, other than that the City will not
receive payments for the 2026 and 2027 tax years until 2028 and 2029. The three-year initial
exemption from property tax for the tax years 2023, 2024 and 2025 will result in lost property tax
revenues for the City, but the amount is uncertain because it is based on the construction timeline.
The on-site berth is not expected to be fully complete until October 2023 so no property tax would
apply in 2023. The terminal building will be constructed sometime during the period September
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2022 to February 2024, so it is likely that 2023 would not have incurred property tax either.
Therefore, lost revenues to the City are estimated at up to $960,000.

WHEREAS, Huna Totem Corporation is a world-class cruise ship port operator having
been recognized as Port of the Year in 2020 in the Seatrade Cruise Awards, for its port
development at ey Strait Point in Hoonah, Alaska and having an established industry track record
and financial means to successfully manage a cruise ship port operation in Whittier; and

WHEREAS, the City of Whittier and Huna-Totem Corporation intend to partner in
developing a cruise ship facility which not only supports sustainable tourism and promotes

WHEREAS, this lease is expected to positively impact the revenue base of the City
through additional cruise passenger vessel tax proceeds, increased property and sales tax revenues,
and other related revenues, which can provide much-needed funding to address significant public
infrastructure needs in Whittier, a community which lacks a tax base due to the significant amount
of non-taxable land within its boundaries; and

WHEREAS, the pertinent provisions of the lease include but are not limited to: 1) a
guaranteed minimum annual lease payment with CPl-adjusted rate increases every five vears not
to exceed 12.5%; 2) an initial 35-year lease term; 3) two optional extensions; 4) environmental
protections including public beach access, mitigating impacts to air, noise, water pollution, etc.; 5)
development of a community-driven tourism best practices program aimed at identifying potential
adverse impacts to traffic, frails, residents, wildlife, excursions, parking, etc. with specific
measures aimed at avoiding problems in advance of operation; 6) insurance and tax emption
provisions; and 8) requirement to maintain local management to handle business operations on the
leasehold premises, with the authority to make business and management decisions;; and

WHEREAS, at the expiration or earlier termination of the lease, the improvements on the
Leasehold Premises will either become City property or the City can elect to require the demolition
of facilities, at the City’s discretion; and

WHEREAS, the lessor will install at lessor expense, all internal utilities necessary to
support the operation of a cruise ship dock and upland facilities, and agrees to work with its cruise
line partners to investigate the feasibility of installing future shore power, to meet the cruise
industry goal of reducing carbon emissions, and to provide incidental benefits to the City; and

WHEREAS, the parties acknowledge that under the law, one City Council cannot take
actions to bind a future City Council, such as actions to prohibit a future City Council from making
changes to financial contractual terms, whether that be the imposition of increased taxes or other
financial burdens; however, the parties wish to acknowledge that they have conducted good faith
negotiations and desire that the long-term financial interests of both parties are preserved and not
diminished: and

WHEREAS, the Whittier City Council hereby finds that the public interest is best served
by allowing for a lease having a term of longer than twenty (20) years based on the purpose of the
lease for use in operating and managing a cruise ship terminal and dock facility, and the positive
economic contribution of this activity to the community, as well as the specific nature and value
of the property improvements placed on the leasehold premises, which will revert to the City at
the conclusion of the amended and restated lease.

NOW, THEREFORE, the Whittier City Council hereby resolves that:

Section 1. Whittier City Council hereby approves the lease of the Property between the City of
Whittier and Huna-Totem Corporation, through its wholly owned subsidiary yet to be named,
subject to and conditional upon the following essential terms:

Term A: The parties agree to execute lease documents having the same essential terms as
presented to the City Council.

Term B: Huna-Totem Corporation through its wholly-owned subsidiary yet to be named
will record, at its own cost and expense, a Memorandum of Lease for the Head of Bay Tidelands
and Uplands— Cruise Parcel (2022) Lease Agreement upon final determination of legal property
descriptions.

Section 2. City Council hereby declaring a public interest finding based on the purpose of the lease
insofar as it contributes significantly to increased economic activity of the City, and due to the
significant value of dock and cruise terminal facility infrastructure on City land, in accordance
with Whittier Municipal Code 3.36.320 - Terms of Lease, as the same may be amended or
renumbered from time to time.

WHEREAS, The City of Whittier charges $0.020 per pound for raw fish that
comes across the City Dock and the Ocean Dock; and

WHEREAS, other Harbor Alaska municipalities with ports or harbors maintain a
raw fish tax lower than $0.04 per pound and Whittier desires to maintain competitive
rates; and

WHEREAS, although the City of Whittier’s Fee Schedule has listed a Delong
Dock Wharfage Raw Fish Tariff at $0.040 per pound since that fee was initially
determined via Resolution No. 04-2019, the City has charged a $0.020 per pound fee
due to an error in the Harbor’s billing system; and

WHEREAS, the error is due to failure to amend the rate in the harbor’s billing
system after the City’s acquisition of the Delong Dock; and

WHEREAS, the $0.040 price per pound of raw fish coming across the Delong
Dock is excessive and cost prohibitive to local fish processing businesses; and

WHEREAS, it is recommended that the advertised Delong Dock Wharfage for
Raw Fish per pound be adjusted from $0.040 to $0.020 and amend the 2022 Whittier

BACKGROUND JUSTIFICATION & INTENT:

The current 2022 Whittier Fee Schedule reflects the Delong Dock Wharfage — Raw Fish tariff at
$0.040 per pound. The Harbor is currently charging $0.020 per pound, which is the historic fee
for fish coming across City/Ocean Dock. The error is due to the price in the Harbor accounting
system not being adjusted to increase from $0.020 to $0.040 when the Delong Dock was
transferred to the city. It is thought that perhaps the rate of $0.04 was intended to match the
Railroad’s then charge of freight over the Delong Dock. After reviewing Seward, Homer, Cordova,
and Valdez raw fish tariff, a $0.040 per pound fee is considered extreme and cost prohibitive for
local business. The administration recommends a Raw Fish tariff at the current $0.020 per pound,
requiring an amendment to the 2022 Whittier Fee Delong Dock Wharfage — Raw Fish schedule to
reflect the change from $0.040 to $0.020.

YOUNG AND CELEBRATING HIS LIFE AND LEGACY

WHEREAS, Donald Edwin “Don” Young was born on June 9, 1933, in Meridian,
California. He grew up on a family farm. He earned a bachelor’s degree in teaching at Chico
State College, now known as California State University Chico, in 1958. Between earning his
degree, he served in the U.S. Army's 41st Tank Battalion from 1955 to 1957; and

WHEREAS, Young came to Alaska in 1959, the same year Alaska became a state,
and credited Jack London’s “Call of the Wild,” which his father used to read to him, for
drawing him north; and

WHEREAS, in Alaska, Young settled in Fort Yukon. He held jobs in areas like
construction, trapping and commercial fishing. He was a tug and barge operator who
delivered supplies to villages along the Yukon River, and he taught fifth grade at a Bureau of
Indian Affairs school. He was elected mayor of Fort Yukon in 1964 and elected to the state
House two years later. He served two terms before winning election to the state Senate; and

WHEREAS, Young was elected mayor of Fort Yukon in 1964 and served in that role
until 1967 and was elected to and served in the Alaska House of Representatives from 1967
to 1970 and the Alaska State Senate from 1970 to 1973; and

WHEREAS, in March 1973 he was elected to the United States House of
Representatives in a close special election. He counted among his career highlights passage
of legislation his first year in office that allowed for construction of the Trans-Alaska
Pipeline system, which became the state’s economic lifeline; and

WHEREAS, Young served as chairman of the House Natural Resources Committee
from 1995 to 2001 and then as the chairman of the House Transportation and Infrastructure
Committee from 2001-2007. In 2013 Young became the longest-serving member of Alaska’s
congressional delegation; and

WHEREAS, Young fiercely defended Alaska and Alaskans as the sole
Representative for the largest State in the United States and devoted himself to fulfilling the
immense promise of his home State and was a leader in strengthening the role of Alaska in
providing for the national defense of the United States through his support for the Coast
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Guard, the Alaskan Command, and the ballistic missile defense and his steadfast
commitment to the leadership of the United States in the Arctic; and

WHEREAS, Young was the longest-serving Republican in the history of Congress
proudly working alongside 10 different presidents and formed strong relationships and
friendships with members on both sides of the aisle; and

WHEREAS, on December 5, 2017, Representative Young became the 45th Dean of
the House of Representatives, reflecting his status as its most senior member; and

WHEREAS, Young was the longest serving Republican in the history of congress
serving the 49th State with dedication and distinction for 49 years and 13 days, which is
more than 3/4 of the period in which Alaska has been a State; and

PRESENTATIONS AND REPORTS
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Mayor Report--- Mayor Dickason reported on the meeting with the Alaska Railroad where
they approved the Essential Terms of the lease at the head of the bay. Dickason commended
Whitter’s legal counsel for their efforts in working with administration and the Alaska Railroad
for the lease for all the work done in such a short timeframe. Concluded that there is value in the
project for the tourism industry in all of Alaska.

Vice Mayor Report- No report

City Manager Report- City Manager Hunt, reported on snow and equipment issues/repairs to
the Oshkosh snow blower. City Manager’s report included, among other things, Finance Director
report and the Water/Wastewater Manager Report.

Assistant City Manager Wilde announced that Emergency Ordinance 2022-001 had expired
today meaning Council members would have to start attending meetings in-person and so will
the public. Stated that the City is striving for more in-person meetings to be held for better
interaction with the City Council and the City Administration with the community and the
general public. Wilde reported that a grant had been filed the Parks and Recreation Committee.
Reported on the Community Easter event that the City will be hosting.

Finance Director Erchinger pointed out highlights in the City Manager’s report as well as
reiterated what was discussed during the Committee of the Whole (No action was taken during
Committee of the Whole) where Council reviewed the lease that is listed under Agenda Item B-1,
Resolution 2022-007. Erchinger reported that the City received a notice of the Shared Fisheries
Business tax for $22,152. Explained that the bulk of the “Fish tax” usually comes in November
and compared amount to previous year for perspective. Erchinger continued and reported on the
noticed of payment for the Community Assistance grant; the City is expected to see $73,072.
Erchinger gave a summary of projects and maintenance for the Public works Department and
the Public Works Department.

Harbormaster Borg Reported on Harbor staff discovering electrical issues on F float by one of
the pedestals. Power was secured, boats on F float that needed power were moved, and staff
investigated. Borg stated that upon investigation, it appears that the main cord had been chewed
through and was shorting power supply. Breakers didn’t throw but they are secured. Borg stated
that the electrician was called to assess the situation, and he found serious damage. Assumed that
the sea otters are the culprit, pretty good possibility. Borg reported that this may end up being a
broad repair and that they need to inspect the entire float system’s wiring as there’s some wiring
that’s been chewed through on E float as well. Cable has been ordered that’s being made
currently. Borg gave options to the Council as to what could hold off the otters from chewing
through the cable. Mentioned stainless steel sheathing to fight of chafing and insulation for the
sheaths to prevent marine growth.

Public works Director Korbe explained that a main shaft had come apart in the Oshkosh snow
blower 3 weeks ago. Stated it was fortunate the issue was detected early on as Oshkosh is now in
Anchorage with pending parts for repairs. Korbe mentioned that in the meantime, the Idaho
Norland is up and running and removing snow around the City. Thanked the community for their
cooperation and stated the priority is to open the parking lot across the train tracks for trailers
earlier this year (by May Ist) as per an agreement with the property owner. Korbe commended
the Harbormaster for allowing Shrimpers to park in the harbor parking lot in the meantime.
Korbe mentioned contractors visiting the City and assessing damages from the earthquake under
the Earthquake Repair grant. Stated that work that will be done will be crack sealing, storm water
catch basin repairs, re-striping parking lots in the harbor etc. Reported that there was an
upcoming meeting to discuss the forecast of time and schedule of these repairs (weather
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dependent). Stated his goal is to have a lot of the work done in the tourist area by June 1.

Police Chief Achee reported that the Public Safety Department for a NOAA 2021 grant to
establish a second tsunami warning center. Reiterated that the grant was submitted, the City is
now waiting for a response. Achee mentioned search and rescues that the Public Safety and the
United States Coast Guard (USGS) cooperated on. Reported that from that, Rueben Garcia and
Jeff Lee were acknowledged by the USGS through a presentation and an appreciation ceremony.
Commended Rueben Garcia and updated the Council on his accomplishments as he is currently
training in Sitka. Achee reported that the Whittier Fire/EMS department is doing Emergency
Trauma Technician (ETT) now, will end by the end of the month. Reported that the Whittier
Public Safety Department is working with the Anchorage Fire Department on Behavioral Health
responding and how to approach calls regarding this issue. Training is being hosted in Girdwood.
Achee reported on the renewal contract for the Ferrovial Law enforcement presence at the Anton
Anderson memorial Tunnel set to begin May 1, 2022. Stated that nothing has changed except the
CPI increase. Reported on discussions with Ferrovial on the 5% CPI increase. Achee reported
that it resulted with no issues. Achee concluded by addressing the power outage that prevented
AT&T cellphones from calling Whittier (472 prefix) land lines. Stated 9-1-1 still works and the
issue is being corrected. A secondary line was advertised to the public to reach the public Safety
Department.

City Attorney Report- Holly Wells stated that she introduced Jess Spuhler at the last City
Council Meeting but wanted to reiterate as Spuhler was the lead on the Alaska Railroad
negotiations and the orchestrator from the Birch Horton team. Wells gave more words of
commendation to Spuhler for all her hard work in that project.

Commission/Committee Reports

Parks & Recreation Committee- Laydown and Minutes from last meeting Provided — Victor
Shen reported on the pop-up event that the Committee held which allowed for snow-shoeing and
outdoor recreation. Shen stated that because of Whittier’s weather pattern, he hopes to see more
pop-up events as they are easier. Stated the Committee is working with Jackie Wilde for future
events and planning.

A. If the purchasing officer determines that use of competitive sealed bidding is not
practicable, the City may procure supplies, services or construction by competitive sealed
proposals under this section.

B. The purchasing officer shall solicit competitive sealed proposals by issuing a request for
proposals. The request for proposals shall state or incorporate by reference all
specifications and contractual terms and conditions to which a proposal must respond and
shall state the factors to be considered in evaluating proposals and the relative importance
of those factors.

1. Incurred Costs — The City of Whittier is not liable for costs incurred by proposers prior to
the execution of a contract.

2. Disclosure of Proposal Contents — The City of Whittier reserves the right to use any of
the ideas presented in any response to the RFP. Selection or rejection of the proposal(s)
does not affect that right.

3. Authorized Signature — An individual authorized to bind the proposer to its provisions
must sign the proposals. The proposal constitutes an offer to make a contract.

4. Joint Venture — All proposers have the right to submit joint venture proposals, and the
City of Whittier reserves the right to contract with the joint venture if it is in the City’s
best interest. To be considered a joint venture, there must be a community of interest in
the purpose of the proposed contract and an equal right for each affiliated company to
govern the conduct thereof. A written agreement that states each firm’s responsibility,
identifies the lead firm, designates the individual with signatory and negotiating authority
directly answerable and responsible for the proposed contract, is required. The agreement
shall be signed by all firms comprising the joint venture and be included as an
attachment.

VI. GENERAL CONTRACT INFORMATION

1. Contract Approval — The Whittier City Manager will award the contract following review
of proposal summaries and consideration of staff recommendations. Once approved, the
effective date of the contract will be contingent upon final negotiations with the City of
Whittier. The City assumes no responsibility for work done, even in good faith prior to
approval of the contract and final negotiations.
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Proposal as Part of the Contract — The successful proposal will become an integral part of
the contract, and its contents may become obligations if deemed necessary by the City. It
shall not, however, be considered the total binding obligation. Those conditions shall be
inclusive of a final negotiated and approved contract. Failure of the successful proposer
to accept these obligations may result in cancellation of the award.

Standard Contract Provisions — The City of Whittier reserves the right to access and/or
review any and all materials during the contracting process and visits any or all facilities
used by the proposer or subcontractors.

Costs — In the event a formal contract is entered into between the City and a proposer, all
costs proposed for the provision of the specified services must be firm for the period of
the proposed contract.

Independent Price Determination — By submission of a proposal, the proposer certifies
that the prices in the proposal have been arrived at independently and without
consultation, communication, or agreement with other proposers.

Rejection of Work — The successful proposer shall be responsible for the quality,
accuracy and proper performance of the work identified in the contract. The City may
reject any work found to be defective or not in accordance with the specifications
contained in the RFP, contractor’s proposal and resulting contract, regardless of the stage
of completion and the time or place the error was discovered. The City may also reject
defective work that was previously approved because of an oversight during
inspection/approval.

VII. CONTRACT AWARD

The proposer receiving the notice of award shall provide proof of general public liability
and property damage insurance, including vehicle coverage, as well as worker's
compensation insurance, if applicable, per Attachment A.

The party to whom the work is awarded will be required to execute an agreement within
five (5) calendar days from the date when notice of award is delivered to the proposer. In
case of failure of the proposer to execute the agreement, the City may consider the
proposer in default and disqualify the proposer from the project and award the work to
the next lowest proposer.

The City, within five (5) calendar days of receipt of the agreement signed by the party to
whom the agreement was awarded, shall sign the agreement and return to such party an
executed duplicate of the agreement. Should the City not execute the agreement within
such period, the proposer may, by written notice, withdraw the signed agreement. Such
notice of withdrawal shall be effective upon receipt of the notice by the City.
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VIII. CONTRACT PERIOD

1. Following contract award, all parties shall sign a contract and the contractor will be given
notice to proceed.

2. The notice to proceed shall be issued within five (5) calendar days of the execution of the
agreement by the City. The time for issuance of the notice to proceed may be extended by
mutual agreement of the City and contractor.

3. Either party may cancel the written contract by giving a minimum 30-day notice, in
writing, to the other party.

4. The City may renew the contract in 2023 if both parties agree, and it is in the City’s best

WHY YOU SHOULD GET INVOLVED WITH YOUR LOCAL GOVERNMENT

It affects your day-to-day life-Unhappy with the city and the process? Do want a public process
in all city code because it affects you and your neighbors? All these issues are handled at the City
and Borough and State levels. Local city officials are often so overwhelmed that if you don’t
bring up the issues that specifically concern you, they may go unnoticed.

Affects your personal finances The more funding a program receives from the government, the
more members of the community can take advantage of it. For example, if your school’s
extracurricular activities are well funded, you would not have to pay for your kid’s activities with
after-tax dollars as a parent. It would lower the burden on your finances without affecting your
children’s education. By getting involved with your school board, you can influence how the
funds get distributed.

Be heard-Your opinion matters. Your point of view matters. Your perspective matters. Don’t
like how government officials are handling issues in your community? Speak up.

Learn about government spending habits-. If you are curious about your local government’s
spending habits, join the respective boards and commissions to see it for yourself.

Learn about legislative processes- Knowledge is power, but applied knowledge is even more
powerful. Do you know how the legislative process creates a bill? I did not. It all starts with an
idea, which can come from anywhere, especially from you. If your local councilperson likes the
idea, they submit it as a bill for debate and vote. And when it gains enough votes, it is put into
action. As a concerned constituent, you must understand how this process works because only
then you can submit your ideas and see them become a reality.

A variety of perspectives make democracy work- Democracy is defined as a government system
by the whole population or all the eligible members of a state, typically through elected
representatives. It goes a step further. Democracy is all about the balance of different
perspectives. The more diverse perspectives are included in our political system, the more
balanced our system would be.

Networking-As you began to join your local boards, commissions, and committees, you will
make connections that could lead to fruitful results in the short and long-term. It could even open
employment opportunities for you.

Community ownership-More and more cities have citizen advisory boards and structures to
identify corruption and ensure that decentralized programs are working correctly. You can
encourage your community to get involved in local affairs to be the change they want to see.
Power in numbers-A bill gets passed when there are enough votes. As a community, there is
power in numbers. Suppose you are passionate about a particular cause and want to see it
through. You can get your community involved and show why the issue is so important to
everyone.

Showcase your skills-We all have skills (marketing, accounting, speaking, advertising, etc.) that
can benefit your local boards and commissions. By volunteering and joining them, you will get a
chance to help them with your skillset and develop new skills.

Opportunity to serve-We have an innate need to help others and make a difference. Getting
involved in local councils and commissions can serve the community and causes that matter the
most to you.

Local politics dictates what happens in schools-If you want to make an impact on education
where you live, getting involved in the school board is an excellent place to start.
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Think federal, act local-Our forefathers were concerned about the “tyranny of the majority,” so
they created a government with a system of checks and balances to safeguard the rights of
majority and minority. That lead to the bicameral structure of our legislative branch with the
House of Representatives and the Senate. As a constituent, you can and should participate at the
local level and support causes and officials who will lead the efforts that matter to you at the
federal level.

Local politics and local issues often set a precedent for political moves on the state and
national levels-1f you are concerned about an issue in your community, the chances are other
cities or states might have similar issues. By getting involved and raising your voice about issues
that concern your community you can make a difference.

The most accessible place to change laws is at the city level Luckily, our local government is
the best place to request amendment or change to local laws that affect your day-to-day life by
submitting petitions. As a constituent, you might have to jump through red tape, but it is
possible.
As a constituent you can hold politicians accountable-Y our local politicians and city officials
are the most accessible government officials to a constituent. They are the ones who are most
likely to listen to your concerns since they are the ones who need your vote the most. Local city
officials are keen on improving the community, and if you share your concerns with them, they
could help you make your community better.

Run for an office-. You, too, can do it.

Inspire others-Your involvement in your cities boards and commissions will inspire others to
join and be part of the initiative.

Stay informed on how your council members are voting-You voted them in; it is a good idea to
see how your elected council members are voting for or against the projects that matter to you.
Find your passion-Being involved in various boards, commissions, and committees will expose
new areas such as healthcare, schools, animal support groups, charity organizations, and
environmental groups. It could help you discover your passion in the areas you never thought
about.
Ask Questions-Do you want to know why a particular item was added to the council’s agenda
and why your petition did not? Ask questions. Attend your local council meetings and ask
“why.”

So, go beyond the vote and
have fun.

Rep. Andy Josephson's bill protecting workers' families passes House

JUNEAU - Rep. Andy Josephson's bill, which would provide greater assistance to the families
of Alaska's workers permanently injured or killed on the job, passed the House today in a vote
of 29-10. House Bill 30 modernizes compensation levels that have been stagnant for over 20
years, and lengthens payment of benefits for children orphaned by a worksite accident.

"A severe injury or death on the worksite is of course one of the most traumatic events that
can happen to a family," said Rep. Andy Josephson (D-Anchorage). "Across the board, we
can do more to ensure families who experience this life-altering event are able to get back on
their feet. HB 30 takes steps towards making them whole.”

"Workers need to know that their families will be taken care of should the unthinkable
happen,” said Rep. Liz Snyder (D-Anchorage). "This is a conservative, common-sense update
to our statutes supported by labor and industry that provides real peace of mind to Alaska's
workers and families.”

HB 30 adjusts the base amount used to calculate Permanent Partial Impairment (PPI),
moving it from $177,000 to $273,000, which brings Alaska up to the national average. The
bill also conservatively increases compensation for death benefits and funeral expenses to
account for inflation. Additionally, HB 30 extends benefits for orphans from the age of 19 to
the age of 23.

How is the House considering using those extra funds?

An Energy Relief Check for Every Alaskan - Alaskans are paying significantly more at the
gas pump and for home utility costs. This one-time check of $1,300 would help mitigate those
costs. There was a similar Energy Assistance Program in 2008, when the price per barrel hit
$120. Likewise, the price per barrel exceeded $120 earlier this month.

Additional Funds for Education - The House's current budget includes additional funding
for the Student Base Allocation (BSA), which is the base number for the school funding
formula. The BSA hasn't changed in seven years, despite seeing huge increases in fixed costs
and inflation. Schools’ money doesn’t go as far, and many districts are having to let go
teachers and increase class sizes in order to pay for heating, maintenance, and healthcare
costs.

The House's current budget also includes forward funding into Fiscal Year 2024 for education.
This additional year of funding will give school districts more stability as they create their
own local budgets.

A More Robust Capital Budget - It's time to bolster our Capital budget, which has been
minimal in past years. Funding a larger capital budget will address on-going state
maintenance costs, one-time projects that will benefit local municipalities, and most
importantly, will open up more jobs for Alaskans during this critical time. Although this
revenue increase is likely temporary, a robust capital budget can have positive long-term

affects.

ALASKA UNDERTAKES PROCESS TO REPLACE CONGRESSMAN YOUNG

(JUNEAU) — The confusion and complication of the special election resulting from the unfortunate
passing of Congressman Young highlights how misquided and shortsighted the 2020 ballot measure
two was. Many Alaskans voted for it under the guise of ridding “dark, outside money” from Alaska
politics, not realizing that the campaign was funded by “dark, outside money”.

Now, Alaska is facing the prospect of being without congressional representation for nearly six
months. Because of U.S. constitutional provisions, federal law, existing state statute and provisions of
ballot measure two, we will have to conduct a special primary election as an “all mail” election and a
special general election that won’t likely be certified until sometime in September. To add further
confusion, the special general election will be held concurrently with the reqular primary election.

The House Republican Caucus supports the ability of Alaskans to have a direct hand in crafting
Alaska’s laws through the initiative and referendum processes. However, the 2020 ballot measure
two reminds us, once again, of the shortcomings of ballot measures. Unlike legislation passed by the
legislature following a lengthy and thorough review by policy committees and debated extensively by
both bodies of the legislature, ballot measures go through no such vetting.
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The House Republican Caucus will work diligently to provide accurate and timely information to
Alaskans about both the mechanics and timeline of the special congressional elections and the
ranked-choice scheme under which the 2022 regular election will be conducted.

Work begins to restructure the Alaska Department of Health and Social Services

March 21, 2022 ANCHORAGE - Now that Executive Order 121 (EO 121) has become law, the Alaska
Department and Health and Social Services (DHSS) will be focused on the ongoing organizational
work needed to create two separate departments by the implementation date of July 1, 2022.

Restructuring DHSS will allow for a stronger alignment of missions across divisions and programs
within the two departments, and the time and space for each department to work with
beneficiaries, providers and partners to improve the system of care.

On July 1, 2022, the two departments will be two separate legal entities.

“This has been a long, deliberate process to get to this point, and I appreciate all of the stakeholders
who engaged with us and helped shape this process,” said DHSS Commissioner Adam Crum. “I'd like
to thank the Legislature for their thoughtful review of the Executive Order. This process has
spanned two legislative sessions and the end result is stronger because of the legislative review
process.”

EO 121 was proposed by Governor Dunleavy at the start of this legislative session under the
constitutional authority in Article 3 Section 23, which also grants the legislature a period of 60
days to evaluate executive orders and vote to disprove them in a joint session. Absent legislative
action, executive orders become law.

“This is only the beginning,” Crum added. “Over the next few months, we will continue to engage

with stakeholders to make sure the transition plan covers what it needs do. Post-implementation
we will be conducting regular reviews of the process to ensure Alaskans continue to be served by
these smaller, more nimble departments.”

EO 121 restructures the state’s department with the largest budget and number of employees into
two departments aligned by key functions. The restructuring was designed to ensure continuity of
services to beneficiaries and timely payments to providers. Services to the public were kept intact so
operations could continue uninterrupted.

While both departments serve Alaskans, they have different focus areas and missions:
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Department of Family and Community Services (DFCS)
Mission Statement: To provide support, safety and personal well-being for vulnerable Alaskans.
DFCS aligns the facility-based divisions and around the clock community work of the Office of
Children’s Services. DFCS will focus on providing direct care services to Alaskans.
Includes these divisions:

e Division of Juvenile Justice

e Alaska Psychiatric Institute

e Alaska Pioneer Homes

e Office of Children’s Services

Department of Health (DOH)
Mission Statement: Promoting the health, well-being and self-sufficiency of Alaskans.
DOH oversight includes program eligibility, public health, and the Medicaid program. DOH’s
alignment of payment, processes and programs will provide time and space for necessary
stakeholder conversations and negotiations for future innovations within Medicaid and Public
Health, improving health outcomes for all Alaskans.
Includes these divisions:
e Division of Public Health
